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REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1969* 

During  the  year  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose  by  70, 
although  live  births  exceeded  deaths  by  78.  The  Birth  Rate  is  approximately 
the  same  as  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  and  is  higher  than  last  year. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  shows  a marked  fall  compared  to  last  year,  but  is  still 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows  the. 
same  trend,  as  does  the  Perinatal  Rate.  Again  there  were  no  deaths  attributable 
to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

The  Death  Rate  is  higher  than  last  year  and  the  adjusted  rate  is  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
accounted  for  ^>b%  of  all  deaths  and  diseases  of  the  heart  alone  accounted  for 
b0%.  The  next  largest  group  were  deaths  from  cancel-,  which  accounted  for  '[k% 
of  all  deaths.  Half  of  all  male  deaths  for  cancer  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung.

The 
manufacturers  were  prosecuted  and  found  Guilty,  and  a Fine  of  £20  was 
imposed,  together  with  Costs  of  £l0,10,0d.

Comparative  figures  of  adult  bathers  give  a fairly  reliable 
indication  of  the  weather  in  any  particular  summer,  bearing  in  mind  that 
this  is  an  unheated  out-door  bath,  1969  was  an  obviously  good  season. 
There  is  never  much  variation  in  the  attendances  of  youngsters.  They 
appear  to  be  hardy  enough  to  enjoy  bathing  no  matter  what  the  temperature. 

The  paddling-pool  which  was  built  some  years  ago  continues  to  be 
very  popular.  This  amenity  gives  equal  enjoyment  to  both  toddlers  and 
parents,  who  take  the  opportunity  of  relaxing  on  the  very  pleasant 
surrounding  lawn  whilst  their  offsprings  enjoy  themselves  in  more  spirited 
fashion  in  the  water. 


MORTUARY  FACILITIES 


The  District  is  provided  with  a modern  well  equipped  mortuary 
which  serves  an  increasingly  large  area. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  post  mortems  carried  out  at  these 
premises  was  87,  an  increase  of  nearly  100$  over  previous  years. 


POULTRY  PROCESSING  PREMISES 


There  is  one  such  premises  in  the  area,  this  being  established 
in  late  1968.  The  operating  firm  ceased  its  activities  after  a very 
short  time  and  the  factory  remained  closed  until  l4th  October,  1969  when 
it  was  taken  over  by  a new  firm* 

The  process  consists  of  stunning  by  electrically  charged  plate, 
slaughter,  scalding,  defeathering  by  machinery,  finished  by  hand,  cooling, 
and  storage  in  cold  store*  The  bulk  of  the  stock  dealt  with  is  cnicken 
and  the  trade  is  in  fresh  undrawn  poultry.  No  evisceration  is  done. 


I have  indicated  in  my  last  annual  report  the  basic  problems 
connected  with  this  industry  as  regards  processing,  disposal  of  waste 
and  inspection  of  the  finished  product.  Further  experience  has  shown 
that  the  handling,  storage,  and  collection  of  waste,  consisting  mainly 
of  feathers .present  a major  problem*  Inside  the  factory,  if  no  system 
of  automatic  removal  is  used,  great  care  has  to  be  taken  in  the  control 
of  feathers  particularly  &£  all  the  processes  are  carried  out,  on  one 
floor,  as  is  so  in  this  ctoe.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  I960 


There  is  a total  of  110  premises  in  the  area  to  which  the  above 
Regulations,  and  in  particular  Regulations  l6  & 19  apply.  There  have 
been  some  infringements  of  a relatively  minor  character  which  have  been 
rectified  without  recourse  to  statutory  action,  but  the  main  provisions 
have  been  complied  with. 

Exact  classification  of  these  premises  is  difficult  because 
there  is  a growing  trend  for  retailing  establishments  to  deal  with  a wide 
range  of  commodities  outside  their  predominant  business.  Butchers  deal 
in  greengrocery  for  instance,  and  grocery  shops  sell  almost  anything. 

Some  public  houses  have  a thriving  trade  in  confectionery.  However, 
the  broad  classification  is  as  follows

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  an  entirely  new  service  was  introduced  to  deal 
with  this  work.  Previously  only  one  operator  was  employed  and  during 
his  absent:  © due  to  illness  or  holidays  I had  to  rely  on  an  untrained  man 
to  operate  a skehton  service.  For  various  reasons  this  was  a very 
unsatisfactory  arrangement. 

On  the  retirement  of  the  rodent  operator,  due  to  chronic  ill- 
health,  the  Council  engaged  the  services  of  a commercial  firm  on  an  annual 
contract  basis.  A full  year’s  working  has  given  me  ample  opportunity  to 
assess  the  efficiency  of  this  service,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
new  system  has  been  very  satisfactory,  both  from  a practical  and 
administrative  point  of  view. 


LODGING  HOUSE 


There  is  no  registered  lodging  house  in  the  area 


WATER  SUPPLIES

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Urban  Area  is  adequately  served  by  sewerage,  the 
controlling  body  being  the  Western  Valleys  (Mon)  Sewerage  Board.  There 
is  no  sewage  works  in  the  area.  The  number  of  dwellings  not  connected 
to  the  sewer  is  comparatively  small,  approximately  50,  and  these  consist 
of  farms  and  cottages  in  isolated  parts  of  the  area.  In  these  cases 
with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants,  there  is  a growing  tendency  for  the 
more  primitive  type  of  disposal  to  be  exchanged  for  properly  designed 
and  constructed  septic  tanks.
